S.O. 76(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capital of 
Ashoka Pillar with the legend inscribed 

below, flanked on the left upper periphery with the word 
4 ‘^nTrT 1 ’ in Hindi and on the right upper periphery flanked 
with the word “INDIA” in English. It shall also bear the 
denominational value “5” in International Numerals flanked 
on the left lower periphery w ith the word in Hindi 

and right lower periphery with the word “RUPEES” in 
English. 

REVERSE 

ITiis face of the coin contain the visuals showing 
stylised representation of “Unity in Diversity”, a defining 
characteristic of our country. The symbol shall be seen as 
four heads sharing a common body. It shall be thought of 
as people from .ill four parts of the country coming together 
under one banner and identifying with one nation. The 
visual code helps the user connect the visual with an 
individual denomination which makes the process of 
identification quicker. 

SECURITY EDGE FOR 5 RUPEES 

The edge of the coin shall be security edge on 
periphery. At the center of the edge there shall be shallow 
groove with a design inside the two sections separated by 
blank spaces. This design shall consists of chain of beads 
inrelief and each bead being followed by one inclined line 
in relief. There shall be total 30 lines and 30 beads.
